that the cause of low wages among 
woman workers is that they eat less 
than men and are content to go on eat- 
ing less. If they ate more their wages 
would he raised. Is not the inverse 
proposition the more probable? If their 
wages were raised would they not eat 
more? The real reason of the injustice 
onstantly met with by self supporting 
women lies deeper than that. Indeed 
here is no one reason for it. But the 
vomen themselves have the matter 
argely in their own hands. Let. them 
issert" themselves as a class rather than 
as individuals and see how quickly their 
condition will improve. 


The accusation that women are natu- 


ral snobs is scarcely just: their snobbery 
s a matter of education.

Notice the difference in the importance 


of the deals. 
In 18SU the average for the 


month mentioned was S019; in 1890, S1.B08 
and for the present year, 81,424. This 
shows that the average amount involved m 
each transfer was 12 per cent more in 
the month of October, '81. than in '!>0, and 
55 per cent more than in 'S9. 


The figures indicate the rise in Macon 


county real estate, and ^correspond very 
closely with the statements of the dealer- 
Farms which two years ago sold at from SnO 
to 860 per acre now bring from 870 to SSO. 
The dealeis say that there has been bnt little 
Macon county farmland sold this year. 
but that anything like good prairielandwill 
readily bring $80. These prices mean for 
ordinarily well improved prairie farms. 
There are many farms in the county that 
<iSO or even SOO will not buy. Of course 
there Is much land that sells for much 
less than these prices, but it is not good 
farm land. An example of this was the 
John's farm, which sold at an average price 
olSSO per acre, where one third of it was 
subject to overflow. 


One firm in Uecatur has been handling 


much land along the new line of the C. & 
E. I. railroad in Shelby county, on which 
the per cent of increase is even greater than 
in this county.
